The reference assistant, 
harassed by clubwoman, preacher and high school essayist, will 
turn to it with certainty of help. While we bow gracefully in 
acknowledgment of the dedication, we grasp Mrs. Becker warmly 
by the hand and thank her for giving permanence to her wise and 
zestful Readers guide.
